CHAP.  I. 

Containing  the  firji  known  times,  and  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  G  R  E  A  t-B  r  I  t  a  I  n,  until  the 
time  of  the  Romans  :  jllfo  the  firjl  foundation 
of  London. 


S  to  the  firft  inhabitants  of  this 
ifland,  it  is  uncertain  j  there  is 
S  the  ftory  of  Dan'aus,  who  was  King 
of  Egypt,  next  after  the  children 
of  Ifrael  left  Egypt,  and  reigned 
there  eight"  years  ;  but  by  reafon 
of  his  mif-rule,  and  for  his  denying  his  brothers 
fons  liberty  to  marry  his  daughters,  his  brother 
expelled  hini  out  of  Egypt,  fo  he  fled  with  his 
daughters  to  jlrgos  a  city  in  Greece,  and  at  that 
tim'e  the  King  of  j4rgos  died,  and  this  Danaus 
contended  with  his  fon  for  the  Kingdom,  and 
obtained  it  by  the  eledfipn  of  the  people,  and  ruled 
that  kingdom  fifty  Years  ;  But  about  the  thirtieth 
Year  of  hjs  reign,  his  brother  king  of  Egypt  fend- 
‘  eth  his  thirty  fons  with  a  ftrong  force,  with  orders 
to  marry  this  Danaus  his  daughters,  or  to  flay 
him  and  then  to  marry  his  daughterji  ;  but  when 
they  came  Danaus  confented,  they  fliould  marry 
his  daughters,  but  he  gave  every  one  of  his  daugh¬ 
ters  a  fword,  and  commanded  them  all  to  flay 
their  hufbands  the  firfl;  night  after  marriage  ;  and 
performed  the  command,  except  Hypem-% 
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fir  ay  the  wife  of  LynccuSy  who  difcovered  the 

plot  to  her  hufband,  and  he  fled  into  Egypt ;  to 

his  father  Kinv;  of  Egypt  \  but  Dana.  s  imprifoned 

his-  daughter  Hypemneflra,  and  intended  to  have  put 

her  to  death,  for  not  flaying  her  hufband  according 

to  his  command  j  but  the  people  would  not  let  her 

he  put  to  death  ;  but  fhe  was  kept  jn  prjfon,  but 

an  time  her  hufband  Lynccus^  who  carne  from 

Egypt,  with  a  great  army,  and  conquered  DanauSy 

•t'-.nd  flew  him,  and  releafed  his  wife  out  of  prifon^ 

and  was  King  in  Argos,  inftead  of  Danaus  his  wife’s 

father  whom  he  had  flain  ;  and  he  apprehended  all 

his  wife’s  fillers  who  had  murdered  their  hufbands, 

and  put  them  all  into  a  fhip,  without  fails  or  piiotj 

and  left  them  to  the  mercy  of  thefeas,  fo  they  vt^ere 

drove  by  the  wind  and  feas  for  a  great  while,  and 

at  length  they  were  caft  avyay  upon  the  ifland  of 

.Albion,  now  England,  where  there  were  fomp 

Giants,  but  from  whence  they  came  I  know  not  j 

but  they  took  thefe  women  for  their  wifes  : 

is  quoted  for  this  flory  :  Thefe  women  came  from 

Argos,  in  the  year  of  the  world  2575,  which  was 

about  20  years  after  the  children  of  IJgael  came  into 

ihe  land  of  Canaan.  I  find  no  more  of  thefe  iflanders 
>• 


until  Brute's  time,  -which  was  from  this  time  322 
years,  and  in  the  year  of  the  world  2897,  which 
was  76  years  after  jTr/y  was  deftroyed  by  the  Qr>  eks: 
this  Brute  was  of  the  poflerity  of  Hercules,  which 
iled  from  Troy,  and  fettled  in  the  province  now 
called  Romaniah  5  he  being  acquainted  vyith  fea- 
affairs,  after  fome  time  Brute,  with  thofe  that 
ivould  follow  him  went  upon  dilcovery,  and  to  feek 
a  new  habitation,  and  came  upon  this  ifland  called 
Albion,  and  there  they  found  the  inhabitants  living 
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JO  villages,  no  city,  and  the  hpufcs  but  poor,  be  in 
ipattered  over  the  whole  illand,  but  not  acquainted 
with  any  war  ;  So  Brute,  without  any  great  diffi¬ 
culty  became  their  King,  and  ruled  them  24  years  ; 
in  his  fourth  year  he  laid  the  foundation  of  the  city 
now  called  L  o  n  p  o  n,  and  one  of  the  greateft 
cities  in  the  world,  and  is  the  chief  city  in  the  Britiffi 
empire  ;  the  foundation  of  this'  city  was  laid  in  the 
year  of  the  world  2901,  which  w'as  1  too  years 
before  Chrifi:  was  born  ;  So  this  city  is  now  2867 
years  old,'  and  was  built  when  Eli  was  judge  of 
'  Ilruei :  It  hath  not  been  made  delolate  from  the 
hrft  foundation  of  it  to  this  day,  nor  hath  been 
deftroyed,  nor  the  people  of  it  captivated  by  any 

enemy  ■:  I  think  it  is  fhe  oldetl  city  in  the  world 
%  *  *  *^ 

which  hath  i  /t  been  deflroyed  by  an  enemy. 

But  at  Brute’s  death  when  he  had  reigned  24. 
years  he  divided  this  illand  into  three  parts;  the  fouth 
part  now  called  Itngland,  he  gave  to  his  eldeft  fon

did,  (thus  far  The  time  of  this  King’s 

reign  after  the  Remans  came  againd  him  was  1 1 
years,  at  firft  he  beat  die  Roman  army,  but  after¬ 
wards  they  took  from  him  part  of  his  kingdom, 


CHAP.  II. 

Containing  the  Ktng*s  reigns  ~until  the  Romans 

lejt  B  R  I  T  o  1^. 

O  W  when  the  Romans  had  got  poffeffion 
1  ^  of  part  of  CaJ]ibeland'%  kingdom,  he  dying, 
his  foil  ‘iheomantius  began  to  reign  in  the  year  3962, 
and  reigned  23years;his  Ton  Cymbeline  began  his  reign 
in  the  year  3985,  and  reigned  3  5  year;  In  the  15th 
year  of  this  King’s  reign  Christ  was  born  :  his 
fon  Guiderius  began  his  reign  in  the  year  4020,  and 
reigned  28  years  :  he  did  not  pay  tribute  to  the 
Romans  which  provoked  the  Romans  fo,  that  in  the 
25th  year  of  this  King’s  reign  the  emperor  Claudius 
Came  againfl  him,  and  conquered  part  of  his  king¬ 
dom  :  his  fon  Arviragus  began  his  reign  in  the 
year  4048,  and  reigned  28  years  :  In  the  26th  year  of 
this  King’s  sCignJerufalem  was  taken  by  the  Roman 
army  under  the  command  ,of  litas,  the  Roman 
general :  The  Britons  had  peace  from  the  Romans 
in  this  King’s  reign,  and  in  the  next :  In  this  King’s, 
reign  the  chrifliau  faith  was  firfl  planted  in  this 
Ifland  by  Joseph  of  Arimathea,  and  wiili  him 
came  'Mary  Magdalen,  and  Martha  and  Laza¬ 
rus  :  The  time  when  Titus  deftroyed  Jeru- 
jalem  was-  in  the  year  of  the  world  40^-4,  and  7 
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years  after  Cfirift  Was  born.  The  date  which! 
iiall  fallow  from  this  time  will  be  from  Chrift  s 
birth  ;  Abont  20  years  after  the  deftruftion  oi 
Jerufalem  the  Romans  came  againft  B  R  i  T  o  M 
with  a  great  army,  and  followed  the  war  againlt 
the  Britons,  until  they  had  conquered  them, 
and  held  poffeffion  of  them  from  their  fir  ft  coming 
into  this  ifiand  498  years  :  In  this  time  the 
Britons  had  many  Kings,  but  the  time 
of  their  reigns  was-fo  confounded  with  the  Romans 
that  they  and  the  time  of  their  reigns  is  uncertain  : 
So  I  fhall  come  to  the  time  the  Romans  left  this 

ifland,  which  was  in  the  year  449>  r 
it  not  for  their  profit  to  maintain  fo  many  foldicrs 
as  they  were  obliged  to  do,  to  keep  the  Britons 
in  awe,,  alfo  the  Romans  at  this  time  had  civil  wars 
at  home,  and  wanted,  all  their  men  clfewhere,  fo 
the  Romans  called  home  all  their  own  men,,  and 
all  the  ableft  and  beft  men  for  war  of  the 
B,  R  I  T  o  N  s,  and  left  them  in  a  poor  weak  con¬ 
dition  j  and  their  King  at  this  time  was  Vortig.rn, 
but  he  was  left  fo  weak  by  the  Romans,  that  he 
could  not  defend  himfelf  againft  his  enemies.

Containing  the  reigns  of  the  Kings  from  the  time 
the  Romans  left  Briton,  to  the  time 
EGBERT  "was  in  pojjejfion  of  the  ‘wboie 
'  kingdom. 


H'  E  Scots  and  Pidls  invaded  the  kingdom,'' 

_  and  did  them  fome  damage,  but  they  made 

application  to  the  Romans  for  help,  but  .they  would 


ftot  affift  them  then  the  Britons-  called  in’ 
the  Saxons  to  their  help  ;  So  vvith  their  affillance 
they  beat  the  Scots  and  the  Fids  j  fo  they  did  the 
Britons  but  Httle  damage:  but  the  Saxons 
tarried  with  them,  and  did  them  more  damage  than’ 
any  of  their  enemies'  had  done  them  befoije,  for 
they  took  from  the  Britons  one  province 
after  another  until  they  got  pbfTeffion  of  the  whole 
kingdom'  of  England  ;  Now  this  VORTIGERN 
reigned  12  years  after  the  Romans  left  this  illand  ’ 
then  his  fon  VORTIMER  began  his  reign  in  the' 
year  4.61,-  and  reigned  4  years  r  Next  reigned 
AURELIUS  A'MBROSIUS,' a  Roman;’  but  his 
wife  was  lifter  fo  King  VORTI.VIER  ;  He  reigned 
32  years’;  and  in  his  days  the  Saxons  began  to  get' 
polTeflion  of  fome  part  of  his  kingdom  •.  For 
FIENGIST  was  the  commander  of  thrc  Saxonsy' 
when  they  came  to  Help  the  Britons/  which 
was  in  the  year  453  ;  Some  'Writers  begin  his  kino--’ 
doin  of  KENT  from'  this  date  ;  but  he'  Was^ 
not  in  pofleffion  of  it  until  about  7  years  after  this' 
time  :  After  AMBROSIUS,  was  U\cr  :  He  begatf 
his  reign  in  the  year  497,-  and  reigned  1 8  years 
In  the  reign  of  AMBROSIUS/  ELLA  anbthef 
Saxon  commander,  in  the  year  488,  got  poftVfiion' 
of  Suflex  and  Surrey,  arid  began  the  lecond  Saxon' 
kingdom  :  Next  after  UTER,-  his  fon  ARTHUR^  ' 
.begen  his  reign,  in  the  year  515,  and  reigned  26 
years  ;  In  the  fourth'  year  of  thi§  King’s  reign 
CARDIC  the  Saxon  began  his  kingdom  of  the 
.Weft-  Saxons  in  Cornwall  and  Devonfhire,  in 
the  year  519  :  The  next  King  was  CONSTAN¬ 
TINE  his  Goufin  :  He  began'  his  reign  in  the 
year  541,  and  reigned  three  years  :  (the  kingdom 
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of  the  Edft- Saxons  began  in  the  year  5-27  by 
ERCHENWYN,  contaiibng  Effex  and  Middle^ 
fex  :)  AURELIUS  CON  ANUS,  n.phew  to 
King  ARTHUR,  began  his-eign  in  the  year  <^44, 
and  reigne  1  4S  years  :  In  the  third  year  of  this 
King’s  reign  ELLA  and  IDA,’  two,  Saxon  c  cm" 
manjers,  b  gan  the  fifth  Saxon  kingdom  in  York- 
fihire  and  Durham  ;  alfo  i.n  this  King’s  reign  the 
fix  Saxon  kingdom  began  by  CRIDA,-  another 
Saxon  commander,  and  was  in'  Hunti  gton  and 
Rutland  :  The  next  King  was  VORTIPORUS,  hi 
began  his  reign  in  the  year  592,  and  reigned  four 
years  :  The  next  King  was  M  ALGO  r  he  b'gaa 
his  reign  in  the  year  496,,  and  reigned  ix  years: 
The  next  King  was  CARETICUS,'  he  K  gan  his 
feign  in  the  year  602,  and  reigned  thre  ;  years  ;  the 
next  King  wasCAO  VVAN  :  He  began  bis  reign 
in  the  year  605,  and  reigned  22  years  ;  The  next 
King  was  C  AD  W  \  LLO  I  he  began  his  reign  in 
the  year  627,  and  reigned  48  years.  The  next 
King  was’  GADWALLaDER  :  He  began  his 
reign  in  the  year  67^,^  and  reigned  14  years,  to 
reckon  to  his  death,  for  in  the  eleventh  year  of  his 
reign  he  left  Briton,  and  went  to  Rome,-  and  the 
Saxofjs  got  full  pofieflion  of  the  whole  kingdom, 
in  the  year  689,  which  was  the  time  of  this  King’s 
death,  but  the  Saxons  had  poirdhon  of  aimoft  all  of 
it  three  years  before,  when  GADV/ALL  ADER, 
fled  to  Rome  :  Now  from  this  time  to  the  reign  of 
EGBERT,  there  was  continual  war  bei.wcin  the 
feven  kingdoms  of  the  Saxons,  for  the  (pace  of  129' 
years;  for  in  the  year  818  EGBERT  King  of  the 
wcH-Saxons  got  polTeflion  of  the  w'h.ole  kingdom, 
and  called  it  B 
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Cotiiatnlng  the  namts  and  feigns  of  the  Kings ^  ffcnl 
the  beginning  of  the  ^  EGBERT,  to  the 

time  of  the  Norman  line. 

G  B  E  R  T  began  his  reign  over  the  whole 
^  kingdom  in  the  year  8 1 8,  and  reigned  ]8 
years,  but  as  foon  as  he  had  got  pofleffion  of  the 
whole  kingdom,  the  Danes  firfl:  began  to  infelb 
England  ;  Elis  fon  ETHELWOLPH  began  his 
reign  in  the  year  836,  and  reigned  21  years:  His 
fon  ELHEIBALD  began  his  reign  in  the  year  857, 
and  reigned  tv/o  years:  His  brother  ELHELBERT 
began  his  reign  in  the  year  859,  and  reigned  5  years, 
ETHELRED  his  brother  began  his  reign  in  the 
year854,  and  reigned  ten  years :  ALFRED  his 
brother  began  his  reign  in  the  year  874,  and  reign¬ 
ed  27  years  :  This  ALFRED  had  great  wars 
with  the  Danes,  and  many  times  beat  them  in  bat¬ 
tle  }  but  yet  they  held  poffeffion  ot  feme  part  of 
his  kingdom  :  His  fon  EDWARD  began  his 
reign  in^the  year  go  1.  and  rsigned  24  years:  He 
had  fore  wars  with  the  Danes  ;  but  he  beat  them 
inbattle,  and  flew  their  chief  leader  with  his  own 
hand,  and  freed  the  land  of  them  .*  His  fon 
ATHELSTON  began  his  reign  in  the  year  925, 
and  reigned  15  years  ;  His  brother  EDMUND 
began  his  reign  in  the  year  9  reigned  ^ 

years  and  leven  months :-  EDRED  his  brother 
beean  his  reign  in  the"  year  946,  and  reigned  9 
years  :  EDWIN  fon  to  EDMUND  began  his 
reign  in  the.  year  9C5>  reigned  4  years  : 

EDGAR  his  brother  began  his  reign  in  year  959, 
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find  reigned  i6  years  :  EDWARD  Iiis  fon  began 
his  reign  in  the  year  975,  and  reigned  three  years 
and  6  months,  and  was  murdered  by  his  ftep- mo¬ 
ther  to  advance  jier  fon  ETH^LRED  to  the  crown, 
tind  he  began  te  reign  in  thei^e<ir  979,  and  reigned 
37  years  :  In  his  days  the  Danes  got  poiTeill.on  a- 
gain  in  England,  and  lorded  it  over  the  people  more 
than  they  had  ever  done  before  :  His  Inn 
EDMUND  began  to  reign  in  the  year  1016,  and 
reigned  7  months  ;  Now  by  this  time  the  Danes 
had  got  poffeffion  of  the  whole  kingdom  of  England, 
after  a  long  war  of  200  years :  Now  in  the  vear 
1017  CANUTUS  was  crowned  King,  he  being 
the  firft  Dane  that  w^as  King  in  England,  the  lalfc 
King  EDMOND  was  murdered  by  the  falfe  duke 
EDRICK,  and  his  fons  being  young  were  not  able 
to  witliftand  the  power  of  the  Danes,  So  this 
CANDTUS  reigned  20  years,  but  fome  fay  but  r  8 
*  *■  :  His  Ton  HEROLD  b  egan  his  reign  in  too 
year  1036,  and  reigned  4  years  .•  HARDICK- 
NUTE  began  his  reign  in  140,  and  reigned  2  years. 
He  was  brother  to  HEROLD  :  Here  ends  the  raca 
the  Danidi  Kings,  when  they  had  reigned  in 
England  only  26  years,  the  royal-  line  of  Denmark 
ueing  at  an  end,  the  E^nes  power  in  England  here 
ended  :  Now  the  ancient  Saxon  royal  line  obtains 
the  kingdom  ;  The  firft  is  -EDWARD'  ths  fon  of 
King  ETHELRED,  and-  brother  to  the  laft  King 
EDiVlLTND  ;  His  mother  was  queen  EMMA  : 
He  began  his  leign  in  the  year  1042,  and  reigned  23 
years  and  6  months  :  He  having  no  fon,  HEROLtJ, 
to  earl  GODWIN,  fteps  into  the  throne  •  bat 

having  no  right  to  it  by  blood,  he  enjoyed  it  but  o 
inpnths,  then  was  Mn  by  WILLIAM  the  "conq- 
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peror,  which  was  duke  of  Normandy  :  But  the 
right  heir  to  the  EiVgllth  crown  was  EDGAR 
ATI'IELING,  whor  was  ion  to  Euward  who 
was  Ion  to  EDMUND  the  laft  Engiiifi  before 
the  Danes  ;  but  he  never  enjoyed  it  lior  his  chil¬ 
dren  for  feyeral  generations  :  but  in  the  year  jo66 
duke  WILLIAM  of  Normandy  conquered  King^ 
HER  OLD,  and  was  madeKing  by  the  Englilh; 
and  his  pofteiity  ftill  reigns  on  the  trone  of  Great-

_  lad  to  the  crown  of 

England  ;  for  the  widow  of  ETHELWOLPH, 
fon  to  EGBERT,  the  firft  King'  afterdhe  Saxons; 
married  to  the  earl  of  FLANDERS,  and  after  many 
defcents  came  MAUDE  the  wife  of  this  WIL¬ 
LIAM,  but  this  feems  to  be  but  a  fmalb right  ;  the 
next  right  by  which  he  claimed  the  crown  of  Eng¬ 
land  was,  that  the  eldeft  daughterof  this  ETHEL¬ 
WOLPH  married  to  ROLLO,  the  firft  duke  of 
Normandy,  of  the  line  of  this  duke  WILLIAM, 
w’hich  was  the  beft  right  he  had  to  the  crown  of 
England  ;  Another  right  he  pretended  to  have,  that 
is,  for  EM  M  A,  his  grand-father’s  fifter  married  to 
ETHELRED  father  to  EDMUND,  the  laft  King 
of  England,  before  the  Danes  :  This  EDMUND 
had  a  daughter  named  MARGARET,  and  flie  be¬ 
ing  foie  heir  to  the  crown  of  England,  married  to 
MALCOLME  King  of  Scotland  ;  tbefe  be  thetit- 
liles  |ie  pretended  to  by  heirfhip,  but  by  bargan 
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lie  had  it  from  HER  OLD  ;  but  this  HER  OLD 
had  no  right  to  tlie  crown  of  England  ;  but  after  the 
death  of  EDWARD,  the  confeflbr,  he  dying  with¬ 
out  children,  he  riepsintothe  throne,  but  before  the 
death  of  ED  Ward,  this  HERORD,  had  a  bro¬ 
ther  and  a  nephew  in  confinement  with  duke 
WILLIAW,  but  King  EDWARD  gave  this 
EIER.OLD  liberty  to  go  and  fetch  them  home  5 
but  VA  hen  he  came  to' WILLIAM,  he  would  not 
let  him  have  them  without  he  Ihould  afilfl:  him  to 
get  the  kingdom  after  EDWARD’S  death  :  fo  by 
oath  he  promifed  it  ;  So  his  brother  was  releafed 
to  him  upon  that  condition  :  But  when  King 
EDWciRD  was  dead,  this  HEROLD  takes  the 
th  rone,  and  by  no  means  would  give  it  up  to  duke 
WILLIAM  j  but  this  agreement  with  HEROLD 
he  makes  one  of  his  titles  to  the  crown  of  England  : 
This  WILLIAM  duke  of  Normandy  was  crowned 
Kin  j  of  England  on  the  25th  day  of  December, 
A.  D.  1067,  a  little  more  than  one  year  after 
HEROLIVs  death  ;  He  reigned  ahnofi:  21  years 
alter- HERO'  D’s  death,  and  died  in  the  year 
10873’and  his  fon  WILLIAM  began  his  reign  at 
hii  fathers  death,  and  reigned  i years,  and  had  no 
child  ;  Elis  brother  Kiitg  HENRY  the  firfl  began 
his  reign  in  the  vear  i  icd,  and  reigned  35  years  ; 
he  married  MAUDE,  filter  to  EDGAR,  then  King 
of  Scotland,  and  daUj^htef  to  MALCOLME,  King 
of  Scotland,  by  his  wife  MARGARET  daughter 
to  EDMUND  IRONSIDE,  the  lall  Englifla  King 
before  the  Danes  :  This  MARGARET  wa5  foie 
heir  to  the  crown  of  England :  So  by  this  King 
HENRY  his  marrying  her  daughter  flrengthening 
his  right  to  the  crown  of  England.  This  King 
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HENRY  had  by  his  wife  MAUDE  or  MATILD, 
Ion  and  one  daughter  ;  the  fon  dying  young  the 
.daughter  named  MaUDE,  fhe  was  married  to  the 
emperor  HENRY  the  fouth,  but  fhe  had  no  chil¬ 
dren  by  him  :  She  was  married  next  to  GEAF- 
FERY  PLANTAGENET,  duke  of  ANJOU  ; 
by  him  die  had  one  fon  named  HENRY,  which 
was  King  HENRY  the  fecond,  but  at  King 
HENRY  the  hrft’s  death,  STEPHEN  the  fon  of 
STEPHEN,  earl  of  Blois,  and  ADELA  daughter 
of  King  WILLIAM  the  firft,  (although  the  re  was 
•  two  before  him,  MAUDE  the  daughter  of  HEN¬ 
RY  the  firft,  and  THEOBOLD  his  eldeft  brother) 
fteps  into  the  throne,  and  reigned  ig  years :  At  his 
death  HENRY  the  fon  of  MAUDE,  daughter  to 
King  HENRY  the  firft,  began  his  reign  in  the  year 
1 1 54,  and  reigned  35  years:  King  RICHARD  ihe 
firft,  his  fon,  began  his  reign  in  the  year  1 180,  and 
reigned  9  years  and  0  months  .*  JOHN  brother  to 
RICHARD  (for  RICHARD  had  no  child)  be^ 
gan  his  reign  in  the  year  1199,  and  reigned  17 
years  but  he  governed  his  fubjeds  fo  badly  that 
they  rebelled  againft  him,  and  a  great,  part  of  them 
gave  their  oaths  of  allegiance  to  prince  LEWIS  of 
FRANCE,  but  his  death  was  fo  foon  after  that 
they  fell  off  from  prince  Lewis,  and  made  his  fon 
King  HENRY  the  third  King  ;  He  began  to  reign 
in  the  year  1216,  and  reigned  (,6  years ;  In  his  days 
he  had  great  trouble  with  his  Lords,  and  much 
blood-fhed ;  but  Magna  Charta  was  confirmed  in 
his  days  :  King  EDWARD  the  firft  his  Ion  began 
his  reign  in  the  year  1272,  but  he  was  in  the  holy 
land  at  his  father’s  death  ;  and  it  was  near  two 
years  before  he  arrived  in  England,  and  he  reigned 
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near  ;^5  years  :  His  fon  King  EDWARD  the  fecon'ci 
began  his  reign  in  the  year  1307,  and  then  he  was 
depofed  by  his  parliament,  but  he  did  not  live  one 
year  before  he  was  murdered  by  his  keepers.  King 
EDWAKD  the  third  his  fon  began  his  reign  in  the 
year  13  27,  and  reigned  50  years;  This  King’s  eldeft 
fon  called  the  Black  Prince,  conquered  the  moft  of 
France,  but  he  dying  ten  months  before  his  father; 
bat  he  had  a  fon  called  RICHARD,  who  at  it 
years  old  was  made  King  at  his  grand-father’s  death. 
This  King  RICHARD  the  fecond  began  his  reiga 
in  the  year  1377,  and  reiged  22  years,  and  was 
d.  pofed  by  the  duke  of  Lancafter,  or  more  properly 
took  the  crown  from  him,  and  murdered  him  a  feW 
days  after  :  Here  begins  the  great  contention  be¬ 
tween  the  houfe  of  Lancafter  and  York,  which  hath 
caufed  thefhedding  of  feas  of  blood  •  Now  I  fhall 
fhow  the  right  that  this  HENRRY  duke  of  LAN-* 
CASTER  had  to  the  crown  of  England  :  For  King 
HENRY  the  third  had  two  fons,  the  eldeft  wat; 
King  EDWARD  the  firft  ;  the  other  whofe  name 
was  EDMUND,  he  was  earl  ot  Lancafter;  This 
EDMUND  had  a  fon  FIENRY,  who  was  duke 
of  Lancafter,  and  this  HENRY  had  a  daughter  na¬ 
med  BLANCH,  foleh  eir  to  her  father,  wlio  mar¬ 
ried  to  JOHN  the  fourth,  fon  of  King  EDWARD 
the  third,  and  by  her  he  had  this  HENRY  duke 
of  Lancafter,  and  is  King  HENRY  the  fourth;  He' 
began  his  reign  in  the  yem*  1399,  and  reigned  13 
years :  His  fon  King  HENRY  the  fifth  began  his 
reign  in  the  year  14' 3;  and  reigned  9  years  ;  This 
King  Henry  conquered  France  ;  and  was  proclaim¬ 
ed  at  Paris  in  France,  heir-apparent  to  the  crown 
of  I'rance,  and  by  this  our  Kings  are  ftiled  kintis  of 
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Jtrancc  to  this  day  ;  King  HENRY  his  fon  began'' 
his  reign  in  the  year  142 i:,  and  reigned  38  Years 
before  he  was  depiofed  by  EDWARD  carl  of 
March,  but  he  lived  after  this  12  years  ;  and  in  the 
9th  year  after  he  was  firft  depofed,  he  was  reftored 
to  his  Kingdom,  and  reigned  6  months  more  :  Then 
his  army  being  beat  by  King  EDWARD,  and  he 
taken  and  confined  in  the  tower, ^  and  afterwards 
murdered  by  the  duke  of  Glocefter  :  This  ED¬ 
WARD  earl  of  March  defeended  from  LIONEL, 
the  third  fon  of  King  EDWARD  the  third  This 
LIONEL  was  elder  brother  to  JOHN  the  father 
of  King  HliNRY  the  fourth  j  ana  fo  a  better  right 
to  the  crown.  This  LIONEL  wis  earl  of  Ulfter 
in  Ireland,  and  had  but  one  only  child,  a  daughter 
named  PHILIPP  /,  and  fhe  married  to  ED¬ 
MUND  MORTIMER  earl  of  March,  and  they 
had  one  fon  named  Rodger,  which  was  earl  of 
March,  and  he  had  one  daughter  name  x^NN 
countefs  of  Cambridge,  and  flie  married  to  the 
duke  of  York,  and  their  eldefl  fon  was  RICH /iRD 
duke  of  York,  and  he  was  father  to  this  King 
EDPF^jRD  the  fourth:  This  King  EDWaRD 
began  his  reign  in  the  year  1460,  and  reigned  22 
years  from  the  time  he  w'as  firft  King  :  In  this  King’s 
reign  the  art  of  printing  was  fxrll  found  out  in 
England^  by  WILLI  iiM  CAXION  of  London, 
in  the  year  1471.  EDWARD  his  fon  was  next  to 
have  reigned,  but  he  was  murdered  by  his  uncle 
RICHaRD,  duke  of  Glocefter  j  and  he  took  the 
kingdom  in  the  year  1483,  and  reigned  2  years  and 
2  months,  and  was  llain  in  battle  by  HENRY"  earl 
of  RICHMOND'.  Ihis  HENRY  was  of  the 
ho  life  of  Lancajkr,.  and  defeended  from  JOHN 
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ilie  fourth,  fpn  of  King  EDPt^.i'RV  the  thlrJ  .*

Britilh  King  before  the  Saxons  ;  This  GADWAL- 
Z,ADER  prophefied;  altho'  the  ,  had  taken 

his  kingdom;  yet  his  pofterity  fticiuld  again  reign  in 
this  kingdom  •  and  lo  it,  happened,  for  this..  King 
henry.  began^  his.  reign,  .797,  j’eais,  after  .  this 
bADi^ALL.^DER’s  dcatli:  . This  King  HENRY 

the  fevehth  was  iole  heir  to  tKc  houfc  of  Lancafter 
by  his  mother;  and  heir  by,  his  grand-father  to  the 
old  Briiifb  line;  and  he  Married  ELlZ/lBETHy 
the  eldeft  daughter  of  Kirig  EDWARD  the  fourth 
©f  the  houfe  cil  Yoik  :  So  this  King  HENRY  was 
heir  to  the  houfe  of  Lancafter  by  his,  mother;  and 
heir  to  the  houle  of  York  by  His  wife;  and  heit; 
the  old  royal  Bririfh  line  by  his  grand-father :  So 
the  three  rOyal  lines  was  united  in  the  family  of  this. 
King  HENRY  the  feventh  ;  Now  we  flaail  have
